Finish Of The Haywood Case 
Forecasted. No Discus- 
sion In Boise As To 


Outcome. 
Boise, Idaho, July 21.—Argument 


in the defence of Wm. D. Haywood 
will begin to-morrow morning, and 
for the next two or three days Rich- 
ardson and Clarence Darrow will 


plead for the life of their client, who 
they assert is innocent of any con- 
nection with the murder of Founk 
Bieunenberg, and is falsely accused 
by the State of Idaho, of conspiracy 
tu kill the former governor. The Deu- 
ver lawyer, who with Clarence Dur 
row of Chicago, has taken a ‘eading 
part in the defence, expects to speak 
eight or ten hours. It is probable 
therefore that Mr, Darrow will not 
begin his closing argument before 
Wednesday. The last word will come 
from Benator Borah, who will speak 
probably on Friday, closing — the 
state's side of the case. Judge Wood 
will charge the jury on Friday after 


noon, or more likely on Saturday 
morning, and a verdict is expected | 
by Saturday night. 


Opinion is diveded as to the prob } 
able result. The decision of Judge 
Wood in taking from the jury all evir 
dence relating to deportations in Coil 
orado, and the employment of detec 
tives to harvass the Western Federa 
tion of Miners, constituting the show 
ing of the evidence showing a coun 
ter conspiracy, has necessarily limit 
ed the arguments of the defenee to 
the evidence introduced by the state 
corroborative of Orchard and the im- 


peachment of Orchard by the defence. 
Mr. Richardson will take the posi 
tion that his client, Haywood, had 
not been connected with any of the 


erimes to which Orchard has confess-

The people of the town them- 
selves are taking much interest in 
the arguments, and the court room is 
filled at every session, There is, 
however, the same lack of discussion 
in the ease in public places, and the 
sume determination to aveid any 
thing that might create feeling or 
in any way bring discredit upon the 
community, Among the residents of 
Koise, or those who might perhaps 
be considered residents by reason of 
attendance on he trial, there has not

San Francisee, Cal., July 21—A car 
of the United Railroads in charge of

Almost at the same 
moment Fellel dropped with a bullet 
in his thigh. Another car drew up 

the time, The crew left it and took 
the car with the two wounded men 
to the car barns at Twenty-ninth and 
Mission streets, As they turned the 
corner at that point they saw their 
own car coming down the hill at a 
high speed. At the turn the runaway 
car jumped the track and plunged into

MAY REPUDIATE 
INDEBTEDNESS 


Fear That Venezuela Will At- 
tempt To Evade Payment 
Of Claims Of Other 
Countries. 


Washington, D.C, July 21—Inter- 
esting developments are promised in 
the near future in connection with 
the settlement of the indebtedness of 
Venezuela to what are known as the 
“non-preferred”’ powers under The 
Hague arbitration of 1908. On the 
first of the present month Venezuela 
will have paid the last of the judg-- 
ment assessed by The Hague tribunal 
in favor of the “preferred” or block 
ading powers, meaning Great Britain, 
Germany and Italy, Under — thege 
terms of the arbitration the claims of 
the other powers, partly to the case, 
viz,, America, France,Spain, Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Sweden and Norway 
and Mexico, are to be discharged by 
a series of payments based on the 
segregation of thirty per cent, of the 
customs receipts of the ports of La 
Cuaira and Puerto Cabello, 

But advices have been received that 
Venezuela insists on repudiating the 
awards of the arbitration board in 
two cases and serious jrouble may 
arise, These are first ie claim of 
the General Company of Caracas, a 
Jelgian corporation — operating the 
waterworks, and the second the Mar. 
tiness claim, preferred by Mexico, the 
Venezulan protest in both be. 
ing based on the allegation that the 
judgmenis were excessive, 

The danger in the situation is that 
the admission of the Venezuelan 
claim would be an opening wedge 
for the repudiation of all of the 
awards and constitute a heavy blow 
at the whole principle of settlement 
by arbitration*of pecuniary claims. 

Meanwhile, America is rather turn. 
ing to her own account the Venzeue- 
lan effort to re-open the arbitration 
by seeking to have adjusted by arbi- 
tration the claim of the Orinoco 
Steam Navigation Co., an American 
eoncern Whose concession was de- 
stroved by President Casiro, although 
the Vonezuelan claims treaty of Feb 
17, 1903, in its second article, express. 
ly provided that all claims to be con. 
sidered by the arbitrators should be 
submitted within thirty days from 
their first meeting, It was the in- 
tention of The Hague tribunal that 
these “‘non-preferred”’ claims should 
be settled pro rata, but much doubt 
is entertained as to the course that 
Venezuela will clect te pursue when 
the first pawments become due, Al- 
ready there are rumors that concerted 
action will be necessary on the part 
of the claimgnt powers to secure the 
execution of the judgments,

an old-time pow-wow, including all 
the features that made this Indian 
celebration an event*of such unusual 
interest in the early days. 

The visit to the city of the Indians 
@ this time was the result of the 
payment of the treaty money last 
week As the Indian custom is, a 
present was made to the chief man 
ol the store where the trading is 
done, and Mr. Butters was the recipi 
ent of a long pole to which were 
fastened twenty $1 bills. Iu return 
for this gift the Indians expect an- 
other and they received tea, iobaceo, 
Sugar and other luxuries which make

Mr. Smith has had over 
years’ experience 
and is conversant with Canadian af 
fnirs so that his advice to an immi- 
grant generally proves very valuable 
He makes it a point to always give 
each person coming to Canada two 
or three recOmmendations so that in 
case one of the parties is absent, the 
immigrant will have another to whom 
he can yefer. 

As an assistance to him in his work 
Mr. Smith has compiled a small pam 
phlet concerning Canada, which has 
been highly recommended by busi 
ness men of Canada and Engiand.
